The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  609;  of  these  322  were  males  and  287  females.

The  Birth  Rate  was  17.8  as  compared  to  19.19  in  1944 
and  19.82  in  1943.

Swabs  and  other  material  are  examined  at  the  Clinical 
Research  Laboratories.

One  nursing  home  is  registered  in  the  district.

Maternity  and'  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  School  Clinics 
and  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  provided  and  supervised 
by  the  Middlesex  County  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA 

Water 

There  were  no  extentions  of  water  mains  during  the 
year. 

Five  samples  were  taken  from  public  service  mains 
for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  and  all  re¬ 
ported  on  as  being  satisfactory. 
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Five  samples  were  taken  from  local  wells,  all  were 
satisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  for  provision  of  a  proper  water 
supply  where  necessary. 


Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  work  of  sewering  Stan- 
well  has  not  been  completed  as  the  cesspools  at  the 
Council  houses  in  Stanwell  Close  as  well  as  a  number  of 
privately  owned  houses  in  Ashford  are  still  frequently 
overflowing  and  giving  rise  to  nuisances. 


Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  and  salvage  material  is  collected  on  al¬ 
ternate  weeks  over  the  whole  area  and  trade  refuse  is 
collected  by  request  at  a  small  charge. 

River  and  Streams 

Any  pollution  of  the  River  Thames  is  dealt  with  by 
the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  and  no  serious  pollut¬ 
ion  of  other  streams  was  observed.  Minor  pollution  of 
streams  was  dealt  with  on  seven  occasions. 


Camping  Sites 

The  Council’s  camping  site  in  Laleham  Park  was 
well  patronised  during  the  camping  season  and  was  well 
conducted. 

Five  applications  were  received  during  the  year  from 
persons  desiring  to  use  land  for  occupation  by  moveable 
dwellings;  of  these  two  were  granted  and  three  refused. 
Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  dealing  with 
caravans  occupied  by  gypsies. 
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Smoke  Abatement 


The  area  being  mainly  residential  in  character  atmo¬ 
spheric  pollution  by  smoke  from  factories  was  not  ser¬ 
ious,  and  having  a  regard  to  the  low  grade  fuel  availab¬ 
le,  no  statutory  action  was  taken.  Smoke  nuisance  from 
one  factory  was  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and 
Power. 

Temporary  Provision  of  Insulin 

During  the  year  a  free  supply  of  insulin  was.  given  to 
nine  persons  suffering  from  Diabetes  in  conformity  with 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2734.

Notifiable  Diseases 

There  was  again  a  decrease  in  the  number  ot  ca^. 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  total  being  36  cases  notified  as  com¬ 
pared  to  83  in  1944.  Of  these  34  cases  were  treated  in 
Hospital,  the  average  stay  in  hospital  per  case  was  20.76 
days  compared  to  22  days  in  1944  and  22.8  in  1943. 

17  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year, 
8  of  which  had  not  been  immunised,  all  were  treated  in 
hospital,  the  average  stay  in  hospital  being  28.3  days. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria. 

I  append  charts  showing  the  number  of  the  various 
diseases  notified  and  their  age  groups. 

Tuberculosis 

Fifty  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified;  of  these 
39  were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  11  non,  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

Scabies  and  Lice  Infestation 

Few  cases  were  seen  during  the  year.  , 

Immunisation 

There  has  been  a  good  response  to  Immunisation ; 
973  children  having  been  successfully  immunised  during 
the  year;  of  these  657  were  under  5  years  of  age  and  316 
between  5  and  15  years.  62.2%  of  the  children  in  the 
district  have  now  been  immunised.
